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STATEMENT TO EMPLOYEES
OF

Octobers, 1945

On last Friday, Sept. 28, Representatives of the Oil Workers International Union, Local No. 128, 
presented a demand to the Company for a Flat Wage Increase of 38 Cents Per Hour. The Notice of 
This Demand was transmitted to our Executive Office in Pittsburgh.

At a meeting Tuesday, October 2, the Union demanded that reply to their wage demand be made by 
10A.M. today, Wednesday, Oct. 3. The Union Committee was informed that the magnitude of the 
demand involved such fundamental problems affecting the Company's competitive position and re­ 
lated economic matters that decision could not be expected before Oct. 24,1945. The Union Commit­ 
tee then informed the Management that a Strike existed forthwith as of 10 A.M., Wednesday, Oct. 
3,1945. This precipitous action of the Union is in Violation of the "No-Strke" Provision of the Con­ 
tract between the Union and the Company and the Smith Connolly Act which establishes the pro­ 
cedure to initiate a strike legally.

All Office Employees, All Plant Protection Personnel and All Supervisors In The Plant Are Request­ 
ed To Maintain Their Regular Working Schedules.  

The Situation Created By This Strike Makes It Necessary To Shut Down All Production Operations 
Until Further Notice.
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
